In manufacturing glucose frpqpi 


the process is, first, to separate the stai-ch 
f roto the other constituents of tlie grain 
by simple mechanical' means; and then, 
secondly, to act upon the starch with di-' 
lute sulphuric acid, 
When thick gela-' 


tluous starch is boiled for a couple of 
hours with this acid a curious transfor- 
mation takes place; tho milky paste first' 
changes to a fluid as limpid as water, 
and as tho change advances this acquires 
u sweet taste, which is masked by tho> 
presence of thp acid. If we now .saturate' 
the solution \vith some earthy carbonate,.' 
marble dust for instance, tho acid is re-i 
moved and a isweet solution remains,! 
which, after purification, may be evapo-i 
rated to a sirupy liquid, or, by still 
further manipulation, converted into a.' 
white solid, whipb, is grape sugar. 
'•- 


This is the whole process of making 


sugar out of corn, and it is simple] 
enough. Jn this chemical transt'orwa-; 
tion jjpthirig is absorbed from the air, i 
and ab other substances butdettrinofindj 
grape sugar are genoratecj and the weight' 
of the sugar exceeds that of the starch 
employed. 
AVhat Is still more wonder- 


ful, 
the acid used undergoes neither' 


change nor diminution ; it is all with- 
drawn hi its original amount after tho 
boiling is completed. If it could bo 
drawn in its clear, uncombined state, ono 
carboy of oil of vitrol would serve to 
change all the corn grown, in the United 
States into grape sugaf. 
Theoretically 


one pound of corn ourfitto make a pound 
of solid glucose; but In practice it does 
not quite do this. The cost of solid glu- 
cose to a large manufacturer cannot ex- 
ceed three cents a pound, and it may be 
considerably below this. 


Glucose is a cheap, imperfect substi- 


tute for the genuine sugar of commerce. 
It is not a poison when well made, and 
aa regards henlthfulnoss it may not be 
much more deleterious than ordinary 
cane sugar. Still it does produce and 
aggravate dyspeptic symptoms; and by 
its proneness to set up fermentative pro- 
cesses its use causes flatulency arid pain- 
ful affections of the bowels. 


What becomes of 
tho millions of 


pounds of glucose .manufactured every 
month? It is used mostly as an aclulters 
ant in tho manufacture of table sirupt 
and in adulterating the dark, moist 
sugars used largely by the poor. Its nes- 
largest use is in the manufacture of can- 
dies. 
All soft candies, waxes, taffies, 


caramels, chocolates, &c., are made from 
glucose. 
Children are therefore large 


consumers of this substance. The honey 
bees are fond of it, and will carry it a way 
by tho ton if placed within their rt'ach. 
The honey made from it is no better than 
the pure glucose, as it is stowed away in 
the comb without change. The beauti- 
ful clear white sirups found on our 
breakfast tables, and used as an agree- 
able adjunct to our waffles and buck- 
wheats, are largely composed of glucose. 
A mixture of true sugarhouse sirup wjth 
jlucose sirup, in proportion of five or ten 
per cent, of the former to ninety to 
ninety-five per cent. o£ the latter, "con- 
stitutes the " maple drip" of the grocers.

Nautucket Past and Present, 


Nantucket is a raft of sand, fourteen 


miles long, moored forty miles from 
main-land. 
Over it constant sea breezes 


move, and from it multitudes of people 
go bathing, sailing and fishing. Tho 
water is comfortable, the bay wide, the 
town ancient and interesting, and the 
surf on the south side very iine. Nan- 
tucket was bought of the Indians in 1(159 
for £30 and two beavur hats — about the 
price of two small cottage lots. In 1673 
small boats began to put off for tho 
whales that sported about the island, and 
for many years the descendants of Jonah's 
temporary boarding-house were thus cap- 
tured. lu 17GS the first whale ship went 
to the Pacific. 
Business incrnasau, and, 


in 1840, Nantuckot, with 10,000 inhabi- 
itants, boasted that she "lighted tho 
i.world." But two great fires have dcvas- 
.tated the town, a sand-bar obstructs the 
channel, supplies are not obtained as 
easily as at New. Bedford, and to-day 
there are but 3,300 people. Not a whale 
ship sails from the dock, tho young men 
do not pace the quarter-deck, but carry 
Bummer visitors here and there, and old 
Captains keep boarding-houses and open 
restaurants on the "European plan," as 
one of them told me. Still there arc in- 
teresting suggestions of the former days. 
" Walks," qr platforms, are seen on the 
tops of many houses, from which people 
once looked down the bay to see friends 
nnd neighbors put out to sea for a cruise 
of three or four years. Thence, also, 
longing eyes were cast toward the ships 
coming to town heavily laden with oil. 
'f ho old Captaips (they are all Captains) 
tell exciting stories of their adventures 
among whales arid sharks.
